Rouleau Surprises Folks in Sprint 
— Latonia Track Is Much Im- 
proved and Becoming Fast.

LATONIA. Ky., September 19. — .T. N. Camden’s 
Rangoon again figured in a winning race this after- 
noon when lie accounted for the mile and an eighth 
handicap with $2,000 added, in which lie measured 
strides with some good ones of the handicap divi- 
sion. The suddenly improved Woodtrap gave him a 
sharp battle before lie relinquished iiis claim to the 
major portion of the purse and but for being kept 
in close quarters by Garner during the last eighth, 
he might have reversed the decision with the win- 
ner. But the stewards were evidently of a contrary 
opinion, for they gave scant consideration to 
Mooney’s complaint that he had been fouled. Pa- 
rader finished in third place. 

Woodtrap and Atta Boy II. rushed out from the 
start as if they would distance the remainder of the 
field, but the exhaustive pace that they were sub- 
jected to told on both, Woodtrap, however, being 
the sturdier, held to his task in better style. Ran- 
goon gave weight to all the others and raced up to 
his early spring form. Hands of Pleasure again 
proved a disappointment and never figured promi- 
nently in the running. 

Trainer Milam and jockey Garner figured ex- 
tensively in the afternoon’s proceedings. The 
tiainer saddled three winners and the jockey piloted 
them. Two of the winners. Mont joy and Rouleau, 
were Montfort Jones owned. The double victory 
of thin pair was unexpected and they respectively 
upset good things when they led Demos and Peter 
Piper home. 

Today’s attendance was surprisingly large for a 
Monday and the betting was correspondingly on 
the increase. The track seemed somewhat dull at 
the outset, but improved steadily ns the afternoon 
progressed and was fust for the last four races, 
Rangoon's mile and an eighth in 1:51% being a 
fiue time performance. Favorites were in eclipse, 
most of the choices sustaining decisive defeats. 
The rueing was snappy, most of the finishes being 
of the driving variety. 

SWEET LIBERTY A SURPRISE. 

In the inuugural Sweet Liberty was a neglected 
one, Col. Taylor coming in for extensive attention, 
but after lie had been in close attendance oil Sweet 
Liberty to the stretch turn he gave way rapidly 
and ceased to figure. Sweet Liberty, under hand 
riding, held Big Son safe for the big end of the 
purse, Bd Garrison, another long one, just manag- 
ing to take third place. 

The Montfort Jones success began in the sec- 
ond race when Garner brought Montjoy home, 
which outstayed Dennis after a hard drive. Clough 
Jordan showed considers hie speed here, but lie tired 
badly near tiie end mid just lasted to outstay Pindar 
Peel. Willis gate the latter a poor ride. 

Iafcka wanna had the call over some ordinary ones 
in the third Rice, but the best she could do was 
to land in third place, Peggy C. winning from 
Frank F. 

The G reentree Stable’s Peter Piper, a recent 
comer from the East, was given preference in the 
three-quarter dasli but, after showing high speed 
to the last eighth, readily gave way to Rouleau, 
which came with a rush through the home stretch. 

Omnipotent, like Lackawanna, failed the Williams 
Brothers conneetions in the sixth race, the purse 
here going to Bright Leaf, with Hold Me in second 
place. 

OMER K. WINS AFTER STORMY RACE. 

The concluding race found Omer K. the winner 
after a stormy experience and nearly suffering a 
fall in tiie stretch, ns a result of Robbins’ action on 
Ace in pulling over toward the inner rail. He 
recovered in time to win in tiie last seventy yards. 
Radio, the favorite here, landed third. There was 
prospect of a fall soon after tiie start when Blond 
Buddy, beginning from an outer jamition, came 
across sharply and impeded several of the others. 
The stewards suspended Mooney for five days for 
coming across with Blond Buddy and gave Robbins 
the same punishment for his action in cutting off 
Omer K. 

“I may decide to send Sporting Blood to engage 
in some of the long fixtures for which he is nomi- 
nated in Maryland,” said “Bud” Fisher this morn- 
ing. "But this will be contingent on tiie manner 
In which lie continues to train. He came out of the 
Championship Stakes in fine style, but he has bad 
a severe campaign and it migiit be advisable t<> 
rest hiui for the remainder of the racing season.” 
Mr. Fisher was greatly impressed with the looks 
of his high priced band of twelve yearlings, now 
at Douglas Park, Louisville, where lie visited 
Sunday. 

,”It would have been no contest had not Grey Lag 
pulled off a plate on his front leg just as lie con- 
cluded a mile and a quarter in the Championship 
Stakes,” said Dave Leary before departing for New 
York. Jockey Fator held a contrary view and ex- 
pressed himself that Grey Lag was done at the 
time the plate incident happened. 

“The changed track made no difference,” said 
Jockey Keogh before leaving for New York. “.Sport - 
log Blood was the best stayer and would huve won 
on a dry track just tiie same.” 

Bradley Wilson, director general of the Devon- 
shire track, was among the visitors this afternoon 
and gave out that future plans for Devonshire in- 
clude additional extensive improvements on the 
plant as a whole and that lie contemplates making 
it the equal in appointment and lieauty of any 
racing course in the Dominion. 

Jockey F. Smith was suspended for three days 
b.v the starter for disobedience at the post. 

Montfort and B. II. Jones were arrivals this morn- 
ing from New York and will remain to witness the 
racing here for some time. Jockey Scobie came 
with them. 



PROPAGANDA IS A REPEATER 



Wins His Second Victory of Present Ottawa 
Meeting— Buxton Stable’s Luck Changes. 



OTTAWA, Ont.. September 19. — Eugene Lutz’ 
Propaganda, which is in particularly good form 
at present, scored his second success of tiie Con- 
naught Park meeting this afternoon and incidentally 
gave Lutz’ new apprentice, E. Moore, his second 
victory of tiie day. Propaganda made all tiie twice, 
saved ground on all the turns, and held safe Plain 
Bill, which furnished the only serious contention. 

Racing conditions were ideal this afternoon and, 
with no counter attractions, one of the largest 
crowds of the meeting turned out. The exhibition, 
wbicli ranks as tiie biggest tiling of its kind out- 
side of the one at Toronto, came to a close on 
Saturday, and this was in the main responsible for 
the large crowd present today. 

The Buxton Stable, which has not been doing 
well lately, broke its streak of bad luck when the 
two-year-old Bill Block won the opening race, a 
dash of five and a half furlongs for maidens. Bill 
Bloek showed the way from start to finish, but 
had to be ridden out to Beat Nellie Lemon by a 
scant length. Buxton would have made it a double 
had Gantner not been a bit overconfident with ltal- 
lynew in tiie third race. Ballynew had a winning 
lead entering the home streteli after passing Tom 
Goose when Gantner took a restraining hold on 
him. Atkinson, on Mike, saw his opportunity and 
took advantage of it. Before Gantner realized the 
danger Mike was at Ballynew’s side and, ufter a 
game and hard drive, got Ids head in front as they 
raced past the judges’ stand. 

Golden Chance, ridden by E. Moore, was the 
popular favorite in the second race, and made good, 
altlemgh tiring near the end. He was ridden out 
when War Tank threatened seriously in the final 
eighth. 

Donald Raymond, owner of the Canadian-bred 
Mouette, ordered his trainer to withdraw the filly 
from the race she was entered in this afternoon, 
for the reason that the race was an open one and, 
tiy winning it, she would disqualify herself from 
starting in next year’s King's Piute. Mouette’s 
racing will in the future be confined to contests 
strictly for Canadian-bred horses. 

HINPHY TO RIDE IN CUBA. 

Jockey Hinpliy, star rider of tiie half-mile track, 
has announced his intention of riding in Cubu next 
.vinter. 

It is announced that Gad Bryan and Rod McKensle 
have purchased the race course at Winnipeg, and 
it is said that a circuit would be formed for next 
year which will include Winnipeg, Edmonton, Cal- 
gary and Vancouver. 

Arrangements have been completed by manager 
Frank .1. Itrnen of the Cuba -American Jockey and 
Auto Club for a special train to leave Canada at 
the conclusion of tiie Kenilworth meeting for Ori- 
ental Park. Reservations are already being made 
with Charles Campeati, Sidney Bender and Dr. Ashe. 

Among those who will leave for Havre de Grace 
tomorrow are Phil White, Leo Cooper, C. H. 
Sclilosser, Earl Walden anil Harry Nelson. 

W. 1*. Fraser, secretary of the Ontario Jockey 
Club, was an arrival this morning. He enme to 
itteud tiie funeral of senator Edwards, who died 
lere Sunday. 

Sand River II. has been retired. The horse 
threw out his stifle in his race on Saturday. 

Betty J. will he on the shelf for a few weeks. 
She was jumped on and cut iu nine different places 
m one leg and iu four places on another. 

In speaking of the meeting here this fall, one 
jf the officials of the Connaught Park Jockey 
Club said that the only fault that lie found with 
it was tiie unfortunate conflict with the Ottawa 
Exhibition. 

It is understood tluit Mr. Tomlie lias notified 
the club that a conflict iu tiie future would not 
lie tolerated. The exhibition is a government af- 
fair and their dutes must be respected.

BAD MICHIGAN LAW BEATEN 



Daily Racing Form Wins Its Case Against 
Wood Act in Detroit Court. 



The Michigan law passed four years ago and 
known as tiie Wood Act, which prohibited publica- 
tion and distribution of betting odds in Daily Rac- 
ing Form, was Termed “class legislation” by Judge 
Charles T. Wilkins in Recorders Court at Detroit 
Saturday. Tiie court set aside tiie conviction of 
Louis Grosscup, Daily Racing Form’s agent, charged 
with having distributed reports of odds offered on 
horse races. It is exjiected that the state supreme 
court will be asked to rule on the constitutionality 
of the law. 

The Wood law’s legality was questioned by 
Daily Racing Form’s attorneys on the ground that 
it was class legislation, permitting agricultural 
societies privileges in connection with comity fair 
racing which were not extended to others. 

Should the case go to higher Michigan courts the 
question will be broadened by the defense by pleas 
that this newspaper only prints correctly the hap- 
penings of race courses after the daily doings there- 
on, and in connection with future racing what is 
published by racing associations, with expert idea 
of the rank of tiie racing items which take part in 
events to come. The Detroit case was defended and 
won solely by Daily Racing Form. 



SPION KOP AND LEMONORA RETIRED 



LONDON, England. September 19. — Major Giles 
Loder's four-year-old bay colt Spion Kop, by Spear- 
mint — Hammer Kop. by Gallinule, by Reverberation 
— Concussion, has been leased to Lord Rosebery's 
stud for tiie entire 1922 season. His book is al- 
ready full at a fee of $750. 

Joseph Watson’s Lemonora, cli. c, 3, by X^mls-rg 
— Honors, by Gallinule, b.v Saraband — Word of 
Honour, lias also been sent to tiie stud, as it was 
found inqiosHitilc for him to recover from the 
effects of the jarring lie received on the brick-hard 
course in France in tiie early summer. 

Lemonora won tiie Grand l'rix de Paris at Long- 
champs on June 25 and brought fume, glory and 
profit to his owner. Tiie track at Longckamps 
was described as being alaiut the same as a 
macadam road and tiie ill effects of racing over 
a course of this nature have been noticeable in all 
his subsequent work. 



STAMINA OF DOMINO’S LINE 



Miss Daingerfield Ascribes Its Reputation for 
Nonstaying to Too Much Juvenile Racing. 



AVON, N. Y., September 19. — There has been so 
much discussion about the staying qualities in the 
so-called Domino family, which has been in the 
public eye for years, chiefly through the triumphs 
in members of tiie breed in tiie two-year-old stake 
futures that Miss Elizabeth Daingerfield, who is 
here this week as one of the judges of the hunter 
breeding classes at the Livingston County Fair, was 
asked her opinion regarding the racing qualities of 
the descendants of the renowned son of Himyar atid 
Manuie Gray. 

Miss Daingerfield was the chief aid of her 
father. Major Foxhall A. Daingerfield, when that 
distinguished turfman and breeding expert was in 
charge of the Castlcton Farm of his brother-in-law, 
Janies R. Keene. She, therefore, is qualified to 
pass judgment on the family which has achieved 
such a great measure of success on both sides of 
the Atlantic. There are many who claim that 
Commando and his descendants have made the 
Domino family, but it is not to be overlooked that 
Disguise and Cap and Bells, the former winner of 
the Jockey Club Stakes and the latter conqueror in 
a fine field in the Oaks, two of the best of the 
English racing events, were both by the black 
whirlwind and that they have both played their part 
in perpetuating the fame of one of the greatest 
two-year-olds that the American turf lms ever 
known. Disguise will live forever in American and 
French racing history through the merits of his 
daughters, notably Maskette and Pope Joan. He 
could stay, and so could Cap and Bells. Both were 
from daughters of Galopin. The chief successes 
achieved by tiie family have come through mating 
with foreign families of the stoutest blood. Com- 
mando being from the big rougli mare Emma C., by 
the Australian sire Darebin. The most pronounced 
successes of tills horse in the stud have in turn 
come through unions with English mares, Peter Pun 
being from Cinderella, by Hermit; Colin from 
Pastorella, by Springfield; Celt from Maid of Erin, 
by Ainphioti, anil Superman from Anomaly, by 
Bend Or. 

All of these could stay as is evidenced by their 
winning the best of our races up to a mile and a 
quarter, and the failure of the progeny, by and 
large, to race on has been one of the live topics 
wherever those interested in the thoroughbred are 
wont to congregate. When Bunting, by Peter Pan, 
won the Futurity recently with Galantman, by 
Superman, second, and Dream of Allah, by Colin, 
third, the expression was general that the Domino 
line was great for speed, but it lacked staying 
qualities and had to be buttressed with stout blood 
constantly in order to achieve success when the 
sterner tests of tiie three-year-old period came up 
for decision. 

ENTERTAINED NO FALSE HOPES. 

The failure of Prudery and Tryster to stay this 
year unquestionably had much to do with this be- 
lief, and Harry Payne Whitney, the owner of 
Bunting, who is too sensible to have any illusions 
about horses, voiced the general opinion when he 
said after tiie Futurity that Bunting, in his esti- 
mation, was not a great colt, and would never 
win one of the big events at a mile and a quarter 
or over as a three-year-old. 

Listen to Miss Daingerfield on the Domino family, 
and racing in general. “The trouble,” said this 
remarkable young woman who is charged with tile 
responsibility of caring for Man o’ War, “is not 
witli the Domino family, but with our system of 
racing. We have too much money offered for stakes 
for two-year-olds. Breeders and owners with a 
desire for quick return on their investment have 
encouraged a system which saps the vitality of our 
horses at a period when they should be making 
strength. If the bulk of our big racing rewards 
went into events for three-year-olds, and three- 
year-olds and over, there would be an incentive to 
keep a big, growy colt over and develop him to a 
point where tests of a mile and a half would be 
well within its powers. 

“Take the ease of Domino himself,” resumed Miss 
Daingerfield. "No two-year-old ever had a more 
strenuous campaign than iie laid. He was raced 
witli big weights up until he hated the sight of a 
race course, and of Taral, his jockey. In the days 
when this country had a notable lot of stayers, the 
prizes for two-year-olds were limited in number. 
The total of races participated in by Salvator, 
Kingston, Hanover, Ixingstreet and Tenn.v would- not 
equal that of some of our present day two-ycar-olds. 
How can we hope for three-year-ohls with sound 
limbs and tiie sort of constitutions thoroughbreds 
should possess iu order to make prograss, if we 
don’t give them a chance for development along 
rational lines? 

"One of the few of the Domino tribe that has 
had a chance to show his merits was Luke McLuke. 
He was not raced as a two-year-old, but at three 
he could run far and fast. There would have been 
others like him under tiie same circumstances. Tiie 
Domino family has more than a dozen staying lines. 
It is full of four-mile blood and we are not going 
to see tiie last of it for many a day. Let us do 
away with the infant prodigies and get down to 
the production of real sound horses that will play 
their part in the development of the type.” 



MORVICH SHIPPED TO HAVRE DE GRACE 



NEW YORK. N. Y., September 19. — Morvicli, 
Benjamin Block’s undefeated two-year-old, has been 
sent to Havre de Grace to fulfill his engagement 
iu the Eastern Shore Handicap there on the open- 
ing day. Trainer Fred Burlew left for the Mary- 
land track today to give the colt Ills final trial 
before the running of the stake. 

Before Morvicli left tiie Jamaica track, where 
he was quartered, hi* worked a fast five-eighths in 
1:00%. He went the first quarter mile in 22%, 
three-eigliths in 34% and the half in 47%. 

Plans for the Runnyniede colt’s fall campaign 
have been slightly changed. Following tiie running 
of tiie Eastern Shore Handicap lie will be snipped 
hack to Jamaica to fulfill another handicap en- 
gagement before leaving for Pimlico.

Copper Demon and Ray Jay Carry 
Its Colors to Double Victory. 

Lady Baltimore Wins Again — 
Vendor a False Favorite — 
Arapahoe in a Canter. 



NEW YORK, N. Y., September 19. — It was a 
big day for the Quincy Stable at Aqueduct today. 
Ray Jay, son of Assagai — Romagne, won the Oak- 
dale Handicap and $4,700, while his stablemnte 
Yankee Star finished second a short margin ahead 
of the favorite, Modo. Ray Jay’s performance 
completed a double for the Quincy colors, as Cop- 
per Demon had previously scored a victory In the 
second race. 

Ray Jay was away in fifth position, but showing 
the most speed quickly rushed into the lead and 
drew away rapidly on the turn, while the favorite, 
Modo, was being knocked back to last position. 
Constant interference had practically eliminated the 
Brummel colt before the field turned into the 
stretch, while the winner had clear sailing through- 
out and was never in danger. 

The two-year-olds which the Quincy colt defeated 
in the Oakdale was a good and representative hand 
of youngsters, including Surf Rider, winner of the 
Champagne Stakes, which carried top weight of 
122 pounds; Column, Sweep By and Venizelos. in 
addition to the two placed horses. Surf Rider's 
heavy impost obviously was too much for him and 
he failed to threaten the leaders ut any time. 

Modo, in spite of the early interference which 
ruined his chances' for the winner’s share, saved 
ground after reaching the far turn and finishing 
fast got tip for third place in the last few strides. 

Clear skies and promise of good sport brought 
out an exceptionally large Monday crowd to the 
course. The spectators were rewarded by good 
racing in spite of the numerous scratches, as the 
fields were large enough for the most part to stand 
a bit of judicious pruning. The track, thoroughly 
dried out after Saturday’s rain, was at its best. 

HARD TUSSLE FOR LADY BALTIMORE. 

J. S. Cosdeu’s Dick Finnell filly. Lady Balti- 
more, ran the second race of her career and won 
her second victory in the opening dasli. She led 
Santa Clara at the finish by half a length. Bay- 
onne was third. Lady Baltimore got away well 
and raced Bayonne into defeat entering the stretch. 
She then drew away, but Rice was forced to give 
her a hard ride through the last eighth to main- 
tain her advantage in the face of a strong chal- 
lenge by Santa Clara. Fator had taken Santa Clara 
to the inner rail iu the stretch and gained rapidly 
on the leader, but Lady Baltimore gamely held 
on and staved off defeat by a narrow margin. 

Jockey T. Rice completed a double by defeating 
Fator again in the second race at one mile. Rice, 
on Copper Doraen, bugged the inside rail all the 
way, took the lead when Tody, the early pace- 
maker, tired on the far turn, and kept the Quincy 
Stable colt in front by a length at the end in spite 
of a strong challenge by Frigate, with Fator up. 
Curfew was third. 

The race was a hard blow for the speculators. 
Tody was well backed into favoritism and gave her 
backers a run for tlieir money through the first 
half mile. She tired rapidly on the turn and 
dropped out of contention before the start of the 
stretch drive. Frigate was bothered all through 
the stretch by the fast tiring Tody and by Cur- 
few. Fator took him to the outside and closed 
with good speed, but the loss of ground when the 
Frizzle gelding was forced wide by the two tiring 
contenders had already decided the result. By 
the time Frigate found clear going Copper Demon 
held an easy lead. 

LUCKY GIRL NEGLECTED BUT WINS. 

F. M. Kelley’s Lucky Girl won the third race, 
for two-year-olds under selling conditions and at 
three-quarters of a mile, from Doughnut and 
Vendor. Lucky Girl, in spite of her splendid race 
in her last start at Belmont Park, was neglected 
by the public, who backed Vendor into odds-on 
favoritism. The latter got away in front and had 
no excuses. He was simply outrun by the winner, 
and finished last. 

Arapahoe took the measure of a cheap band of 
platers in the fifth race. Santa Claus was second, 
and Scottish Chief third. Scottish Chief started 
off in the lead and Mi sway to the first turn, 
but Arapahoe, released from restraint when straight- 
ened out for the stretch drive, displaced him with- 
out much effort and easily drew out to win by 
six lengths. Scottish Chief tired and gave way 
without much struggle to Santa Claus' bid for 
second place. 

Trainer W. M. Sheedy sent Grover Walsh's two- 
year-old Fair Virginia to Havre de Grace, where 
she will be raced. 

Dave Leary, accompanied by jockey L. Fator, 
returned from Latonia Sunday. He said that there 
was no excuse for Grey Lag’s defeat in the Latonia 
Championship: the colt simply did not appear to 
fancy the muddy going. Grey Lag arrived today. 

Trainer W. Booth, who saddled Sporting Blood, 
the winner of the Latonia Championship, and then 
turned him over to his new owner, H. C. Fisher, 
also arrived at Aqueduct from Latonia to resume 
his duties as trainer for the Redstone Stable. 

The suspension of jockey L. Ensor, made at Sara- 
toga and extended to include the Belmont Park 
meeting by tiie stewards there, lias been continued 
by tin* stewards at Aqueduct. 

Trainer James Rowe lias turned over the two- 
year-old Penitent, daughter of Regret, to Fred 
Hopkins to train. 

Arapahoe was claimed out of the fifth race by 
H. Ackers for $1,700.

FRENCH TURF COSMOPOLITANISM 

In no country in the world does the turf obtain 
such cosmopolitan patronage as in France. Ever 
since the sport was established in the country by a 
group of English settlers in 1830-1840 the most 
flourishing stables have belonged to foreigners. At 
the moment, for instance, two thirds of the trainers 
and jockeys are either of English or American 
descent, while in the ranks of important owners 
about a dozen nationalities are represented. Thus 
in the Prix Saiut-Gutien. at Deauville, not one of 
the seven horses engaged belonged to a Frenchman. 
Two were owned by N. E. Ambatielos (Greek), one 
by A. Eknayan (Armenian), one by A. K. Ma- 
cumber (American), one by J. D. Cohn (English), 
one by Van Dyk (Dutch), and one by L. Manta- 
cheff (Russian).
